Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments regarding the "etching 
glass" of Mochizuki [pp. 18-19] are not persuasive since the rejection relies on the teaching of a particular haze value, not on the particular 
structure of Mochizuki's layer. The applicant's arguments regarding the chromaticity at various viewing angles [p. 19] is not persuasive; 
see the rejection itself for a thorough discussion of why these limitations on the chromaticity do not constitute patentable subject matter.
